That the Hawaiian Islands are 
seeking to promote extension of 
trade with Los Angeles and South- 
ern Calif in return fur the 
enormous and growing amount of 
tourist traffic supplied from here. 
was the assertion made yesterday 
by Frank L. Kern, represeniative of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce in Hawaii, who is in this city 
in the island’s interest. 


Mr. Kern stated that Honolulu 
is especially appreciative of the 
support arcorded in this respect 
from Los ee and surrounding 
territory. © city is seeking to 
make tourist resources the third 
industry in importance in the 
islands and that these efforts ‘are 
being rewarded is evident from the 
increasing nimber of tourist; visit- 
ing the islands each year. For the 
past three months the two passen- 
ger boats operated by the Los An- 
geles Steamship Company between 
here and the Hawaiian I[slands have 
been operated at full capacity, On 
its last trip the S. 8. Los Angeles 
carried a total of 617 paasengers. 


TRADE INCREASES 

At the present time there are 
more than 350 firms in Los An- 
geles and Southern California car- 
rying on trade with the Hawaiian 
Islands and this number is increas- 
ing rapidly. During the fiscal] year, 
ended June 30 last, Los Angeles 
exports to the islands totaled $7,- 
$19,869, as compared with $4,s98.- 
168 in the previous year and $4.- 
$43,714 in the year ending 
June 380, 1923. Ifdications are 
that the coming year will break al] 
oes records, in the opinion of Mr. 

ern. 


During 1924, exports of the Ha- 
walian Islands totaled $108,600.00, 
and consisted chiefly of sugar and 
pineapples.

869. and only Fngland and China 
surpassed the islands in value of 
exports from this port. Total ex- 
ports from this harbor during the 
fideal year ended June 30, 1ast, 
amounted to $65,027,363, of which 
the value of. rts to England 
Was $24,910,136 and to China $39.- 
413,246. Exports from An- 
geles harbor to other important 
countries during the past year are 
as follows.

Los Angeles has a cattle market, 
one that is operated by experienced 
men who are determined to make 
this the “Great Western Market.” 
But the wide disparity in prices be- 
tween the Los Angeles and the mid- 
dle-western markets clearly points 
to an unsatisfactory state of affairs 
some place aiong the line. 

The trouble, asserts J. A. Mc- 
Naughton, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Los Angeles 
Union Stock Yards, is in the mar- 
keting policies followed by the cat- 
tlemen. The cattlemen in this 
State are grading out the best of 
their herds: at the ranch or sl.ip- 
ping point, and then disposing of 
the remainder on the central mar- 
kets at the best prices available. 
Mr. McNaughton is emphatic in his 
statement that this practice is be- 
hind the weakness in prices un the 
Los Angeles market. The advan- 
tage of the central market to the 
producer, he says; is the ability to 
dispofe of all classes of live stock, 
whether common, medium or xsood, 
at the central point where sales 
are made and grades established 
by supply and demand. 

Live-stock experts, as Mr. Mc- 
Naughton points out, are firm in 
their conviction that the producer 
is the loser when he tops tis herd 
and selis the best grades at the 
ranch to the buyers. The large 
packers have discontinued the prac- 
tice of sending buycrs into the 
country because they find that the 
great central markets are more ef- 
ficien: fur the purpvoes of both the 
ecattlemen and the packer. The 
producer who brings his entire 
shipment to market obtains the rul- 
ing prices for beef 2attie, stockers. 
feeders, cutters and canners. Pack- 
érs fill their demands at these mar- 


kets without the expenses of going 
into the country. 

California cattlemen have topped 
their herds for the last three years 


as the Los Angeles market execu- 
tive views the situation. After the 


herds are culled for the best grades 


the remainder is left on the range 


or sold for the best 
able. The California cattle shipped 


price avalil- 


this year to the middle-western 


markets have only brought around 
$9, and generally around $38.25. 


After deducting shipping and sell- 


ing charges the return to the pro- 


ducer is about $6.25 to $7 for the 


two foregoing prices. 
Most of the cattle coming to the 


Los Angeles market in July were 


half-fat and of mediocre quality. 
Mr. McNaughton reports. Many 
of the producers withheld ship- 
ments after the cattle were in the 
right shape for marketing and con- 
sequently lost the best prices. ‘To 
supply the demand in this region 
for the best quality of beef the 
Los Angeles yards may 
depend upon shipments from the 
other Western States, although Mr. 
McNaughton believes there are 
enough cattle in California to sup- 
ply the market for the greater 
part of August. 

Apparently the cattlemen i 
California are delaying. by. the 
marketing policies followed, the 
improvement that should come. 
Cattle shipped from other States 
and sold around $12 testify to the 
fundamental improvement in the 
cattle industry. in which the Cali- 
fornia producers ought to share. 
Compared with last year, the pres- 
ent prices in the middle-western 
markets represent a measurable 
step forward, the quotations at 
a year ago standing 
around $9. 


‘As further encouragement to the! 


industry that has been the last to 
lift itself from the post-war defia- 
tion, the Department of Agricul- 
tpre has forecast a scarcity in fin- 
ished beef steers this fall. which 
suggests higher prices and better 
times ahead for the cattlemen.

It is 
an interesting fact that the big- 
gest gains in insurance sales this 
yeer have been in the north cen- 
tral part of the Middle West and 
in Florida, where times have been 
good,

BRITISH ENTER 

Brazil suddenly found the in- 
dustrial countries of the world 
bidding sharply for the product of 
the trees that grew wild by the 
hundred-million along the Ama- 
zon, but there alone. : 

British and Dutch financial in- 
terests took the seeds of the 
Brazilian rubber. trees to other 
parts of the world under British 
and Dutch dominion and _ there 
started rubber plantations of their 
own. 

Of the world’s total crude rub- 
ber production, the United States 
imports and consumes more than 
75 r cent. Of every 100 tons 
throughout the world, 
Brazil produces six tons, Dutch 
East Indies, 14.1 tons, and the 
British plantations 79.9 tons. 
And when the Stevenson Act, by 
the gradual tightening of its en- 
forcement, cut the production of 
the British plantations to 60 per 
eent of normal, the United States 
could not even turn to the Dutch 
plantations, where no such restric- 
tions were in effect——because, just 
prior to the enactment of the 
Stevenson Act, British interests 
bought up the total production of 
the great majority of the Dutch 
plantations for two years in ad- 
vance. 


GET BOOTLEG RUBBER 

In that situation, the only 
sourte of relief for the increasing 
requirements of the American rub- 
ber manufacturing industry has 
been the wild rubber of Brazil 
and “bootleg rubber,” smuggled 
from the British plantations with- 
paying the prohibitive pena!l- 
ties. This latter suppiy flowed to 
the Dutch markets, w.iere it was 
bought, for a time, at fairly rea- 
sonable levels, but, since August of 
last year, when Wiston Churchill 
became the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the Stevenson Act 
has been rigorously enforced and 
“bootleg rubber” has disappeared 
from the market.

Visitor in City Tells of

Friction exists between the 
Czech government and the Ger- 
man industrialiste occupying the 
portion of Czecho-Slovakia that 
formerly belonged to Germany and 
Austria, according to Karl Schu- 
dawa of Aussig, Czecho-Slovakia, 
who is in Les Angeles as a repre- 
sentative of large woolen mills io- 


cated in his native country, and | 


is atayirig at the Alexandria. 

“The principal industrial sectiofi 
of my country, which is made up 
of nine small states that were 
ceded to Czecho-Slovakia when 
that nation -was é¢stablished after 
the war,.is populated almost ex- 
clusively by Germans,” said Schu- 
dawa,. “They have not as yet be- 
come accustomed to the rule of 


other blood. 

“The difficulties the industrial- 
iste, have had to face In the way 
of high taxée, a multiplicity of cus- 
toms due to new boundaries, and 
demoralized market conditions re- 
sulting from war have served to 
increase the fl] feelings petween 
industrialists and government. 
What the final outcome of the 


situation will be I don’t know, but, 
there {is @ possibility that the! 
ismall states will combine 4 


commercial union in order to wield 
a ye! power with the govern- 
ment.” 


Schudawa said textiles form one 
of the principal industrial products 
of Czecho-flovakia, nine large mills 
and a gfeat numer of amalier ones 
being in Operation tn the countrv.

Court In Los Angeles and will ap- 
point the eight new judges as soon 
as the necessary steps were taken 
by Los Angélés to establish the 
courts. 

The Governor's statement in full 
follows: 
“I signed the bill creating the 
Municipal Court in order to give 
the people of Los Angeles more 
speedy justice in court actions. At 
the present time the calendars are 

congested in Lo« Angeles that 

a on litigants are deni justice 
on account of the great delay in 
trying their cases. The pew con- 
stitutions! amendment creating the 
Municipal Courts gives these 
courts jurisdiction in eivf matters 
up to $1000 and supplants the old 
Police Courts which only had jur- 
isdiction up to $300. 
“The present Superior Court with 
twenty-eight judges and from three 
to five outside judges designated 
by me have not been able to keep 
up with the calendar and I have 
great hopes that the Municipal 
Court law and the eight new judges 
to ‘be appointed will relieve the 
congested calendar and will give 
to the péople a more speedy trial 
of their cases. 

JUDGES APPOINTED 
“In Long Beach, a city charter 
provided specifically for the estab- 
lishment of a Municipa) Court and 
T have appointed the judges. The 
Los Angeles city charter is indefi- 
nite in org provisions and it prob- 
ably will be necessary for an ordi- 
nance of the City Council or pos- 
sibly a vote of the people before 
the Municipal Court can be estab- 
lished and the new judges ap- 
pointed. I have gent out a plebis- 
cite on the 128 attorneys suggested 
for municipal judges. I will be 
ready to appoint whenever the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles or their offi- 
cialis have established Municipal 
Court.”

LEGINSKA HAS 
GREAT TRIUMPH 


Thirty Thousand Hear Music 
of Woman Conductor 


Program Proves Her Amazing 
Versatility 


Acts as Soloist; Presents 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT 
The popular triumph of triumphs 
hin the Hollywood Bowl belongs to 
Ethel Leginska. Her concert mrad 
night is destined to be long re- 
| bered as a veritable revelation 

f feminine versatility in music. 

Thirty thousand persons found 
their way to the great outdoor am- 
phitheater to pay tribute to. the 
first woman who has yet appeared 
as con@uctor of these concerts. 
They discovered a generous cause 
for interest and amazement in the 
fact that she not only proved her 
powers in this direction, and also 
as soloist, but actually combined 
these duties during a very arduous 
and exacting program 

I de not know of any time in 
the annals of the Bowl when any 
musician has disclosed talents in. 
such an astonishingly varied man- 
ner. An audience has seldom, if 
ever, been more on the qui vive for 
each new feature of a musical 
presentation. As the evening went 
on, the applause grew into a veri- 
table ovation, .eulminating with 
cheers an@ bravos when Mme. Le- 
ginska took her bow after p 
the Weber concerto for plano, 
directing simultaneously. To crown 
the event she was also presented 
with a gariand ont baskets 
of flowers. 


IMMENSE 

It could be easily determined 
long before one arrived at the 
Bowl that something very un- 
usual was in progress. The traffic 
was so heavy that machines were 
lined up four deep along High 
avenue and the concert was de- 

layed for nearly half an hour be- 
cause of, the difficulties encoun- 
tered by & number of the men of 
the orchestra in reaching the 
amphitheater. 

The full moon aided in creating 
a perfect setting for the concert. 
Faint glimmers of distant 
flashed occasionally from far 
yond the hills, and during a alsa 
portion of the concert, an ener- 
getic Bob White, doubtless roused 
from his slumbers by the excess of 
moonlight, gave the orchestra a 
generous if slightly distracting 
competition by his bird notes. 

Altogether, though, it was an 
ideal occasion for the introdugtion 
of an artist whe is distinctive as 
Mme. Leginska. The curiosity-

The Six Nursery Rhymes, with 
piano, celesta and other additions 
to the regular ofchestra, and with 
Margaret Messer Morris effective 
in the vocal interpretation of the 
numbers, proved a novelty. Quite 
modern, they have the true quality 
of whimsy. They may seem some- 


_iwhat delicate in texture for this 


sort of rendition, but their attrac- 
tiveness, taken all in all, was mani- 
fest. 

Leginska has warmth and a tire- 
less zeal in her conducting. There 


is nothing in the least ostentatious 
about her presence. She was at- 
tired in a simple black dress, which 
matched the garb of the members 
of the orchestra. Highly inspired 
feeling seems to emanate from her 
personality at all times, and 
though there may have cer- 
tain limitations in some of the 
bigger moments of her interpreta- 
tion of the symphony, say; her 
conducting as a whole those 
always much-desired qualities at 
the Bowl—both sweep and power.
